(d) First Street North — from the intersection with Broad- 
way to a point 300 f2et East; curbs and gutters and hardsur- 
facing curb to curb. 


(e) Firet Street North — from the intersection with Broad- 
way to a point 300 feet West; curbs and gutters and hardsur- 
facing curb to curb. 


2. The Council is authorized to borrow the sum of $90,000.00 
for the said work by debentures with interest at the rate of 
34% % payable annually in 20 equa! annual instalments of 
$6,190.00 each. 


Forty-five (45%) per cent of the said annual instalment shall 
be raised by a special assessment on al! lands abutting or 
fronting on the streets where the project is to be located, This 
special assessment shall be in addition to al! other rates and 
taxes. The remaining Fifty-five (55%) per cent shal! be pro- 
vided by a rate on all rateable property in the Town of Ray- 
mond.

K.C.M.P. To Carry Out Canada Wide 
Re-registration of Firearms 

The following announcement has 
been received from the local R.C.M.P. 
office and is published for the inform- 
ation of all concerned, 

“The Laws of Canada require that 
every person, with exception of Whole 
sale and Retail Dealers, must register 
all revolvers, pistols and fully auto- 
matic firearms in his possession, This 
does not include the ordinary type of 
rifle, shot gun or air gun. 

“It is also required that any person, 
with the above exception, wishing to 
purchase a revolver or pistol, or to 
receive it into his possession by gift 
loan, or any other means, must first 
obtain the necessary authority to do 
80 from his local Police Department 
before receiving the firearm. 

“In accordance with amendments to 
the Criminal Code of Canada, a new 
type of Firearms Registration Certi- 
ficate has been in effect since Jan- 
uary Ist, 1952. For the purpose of re- 
registration on this new type Certi- 
ficate, registered owners are now re 
quested to forward all copies of Cert- 
ificates in their possession bearing 
date of issue prior to 1952, to:-
